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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 36-37 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: an automatic archiving system 
comprising one or more servers, one or more output devices, one or more input devices, one or 
more networks, wherein the one or more servers are configured to archive automatically an 
electronic image of each document produced by the one or more output devices, imaged by the 
one or more input devices, at substantially the same time the documents are produced or imaged. 
The invention originally claimed is an email server for automatic capture archiving of email 
document being transferred over a network in response to a single user input command. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 36-37 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/ Arguments, filed April 27, 2009, with respect to 
claims 20-32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 20-32 has 
been withdrawn. 
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Claim Objections 

2. Claim 29 is objected to because of the following informalities: "a copy of each an email 
document" in line 3 should be "a copy of each email document" . Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 20-35 and 38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 20-35 and 38 
are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its 
entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior art 
which teaches an email server or a method for automatically and transparently archiving 
electronic documents in a network environment comprising means for or steps of generating 
electronic image data for each received copy of an email document, the electronic image data 
being generated in a format acceptable for storage in the at least one database for the at least one 
document management workstation; causing the generated electronic image data to be stored in 
the at least one database to perform image capture archiving of the email document, wherein the 
steps are performed transparent to the user without further input from the user notwithstanding 
the single user input command for transmitting the email document to a destination, and wherein 
the aforementioned steps are carried out at substantially a time that the email document is 
transferred over the network.
